WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Senator Burrows 
today introduced a bill “‘to provide for the 
exclusion and deportation of alien anarch- 
ists.” The first section of the bill is as fol- 
lows: 

“That no alien anarchists shall hereafter 
be permitted to land at any port of the 
United States or be admitted into the 
United States, but this prohibition shall not 
be so construed as to apply to political 
refugees or political offenders other than 
such anarchists.”

Lucius L. Thompson is 18 years old, 6 feet 
tall, and at the time of the hazing was a 
stud2nt in the engineering school of the 
state university. 

On the night of Sept. 28, while on his way 
from the A. B. C. dormitory of the univer- 
sity to the Christian Church, he was 
stopped by a person walking behind him, 
who ask for a match. As he turned, a 
sack was thrown over his nead. His hands 
were tied behi:r'd him and a cord was fast- 
ened to his right leg. Then he was forced 
to run. He was a!'owed to ay into sev- 
res posts, and was taken to the athletic 

eld. 

There he was beaten with a paddle, and 
afterwards taken about five miles out of 
town. His hair was cut. Then his cloth-. 
ing was removed, and he was deserted by 
the hazers. 

They cut the cords that bound him before 
departing, and told him he had been ini- 
tiated into a mythical arateresy 

Thirty students were suspended for par- 
ticipation in the hazing. All of them were 
reinstated two weeks later, after sending 
written apologies to Thompson.

Young Man With Crushed Skull Had 
the Bone Raised and Neatly 
» Nailed Into Place. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Dec. 4.—Herbert Wilson, a 
young man who was found upon the Ann 
Arbor electric line tracks outside the city 
some days awo, with a fractured skull, will 
always carry about with him several wire 
nails. 

Wilson left Detroit to work in Ann Arbor. 
Returning there from a visit with friends in 
Detroit he fell from a ear, and it is though 
the next car struck him. When he was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital in this city he 
was unconscious. 

Dr. C. G. Crumrine, assisted by Drs. J. J. 
Siffer and C. G. Burgess, determined to tre- 
phine the skull. It was found that the 
membraneous covering of the skull, known 
‘ie the priosteum directly under the scalp, 
| was broken in many places and full of blood 
| clots. These were removed and the wound 
| was cleansed. The great force of the blow

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JUDGE PRIEST ON 
HS CONTRIBUTION 


——— 


EXPECTED NO STREET RAILWAY 
LEGISLATION IN RETURN. 


Statement Called Forth by Mention of 
the Transit Company in Connec- 
tion With the Judge’s $6000 
Contribution to the Demo-’ 
cratic Campaign. 


Judge Henry 8. Priest of St. Louis has 
prepared for publication a statement ex- 
plaining the circumstances under which his 
contribution of $6000 was made to Chair- 
man Seibert of the Democratic state com- 
mittee in the campaign of 1898. 

The statement was called forth by the 
testimony of Secretary of State Sam B. 
Cook in the Cardwell suit at Kansas City 
last week. The St. Louis Transit Co. was 
mentioned in connection with Mr. Cook's 
testimony concerning Judge Priest’s con- 


tribution. 

In part, Judge Priest’s statement reads: 

‘During the campaign of 1898 I raised and 
gave to Mr. Seibert, as my recollection now 
serves me, a little more than six thousand 
dollars, to be expended by him in behal: 
of the Democratic party. Both prior and 
subsequent to that year it has been my 
custom and my pleasure to make contribu- 
tions and assist in raising money for the 
benefit of the party. 

‘The circumstances relating to this par- 
ticular contribution were substantially as 
follows: 

“Mr. Seibert represented to me that the 
Republican party, through its national 
committeeman, Mr. Kerens, and its state 
committee, were. making strenuous efforts 
to carry the Legislature in order to defeat 
Senator Cockrell, and that in the accom- 
plishment of this purpose the Republican 
party was making lavish use of moeny 
that Mr. Kerens was himself a very rich 
man and had an easy access to the funds o 
many large railroad corporations with 
which he was connected, as well as abund- 
ant resources among the financial interests 
of the East; that the Democratic party haa 
no large fund to draw upon, and must de- 
pend upon the efforts of a few of its mem- 
bers; that a large number of its former 
willing contributors had been alienated by 
the campaign of 1895; that the party was in 
great need of money to get out its vote in 
the doubtful counties, where the Repub 
lican party was endeavoring to corrupt its 
ravk an file withthe lb rat use of mone 

“T asked him how much he needed. He 
told me, “all that he could get.’ I asked 
him how soon he needed the money. My 
impression is that the election was to oc- 
cur in about two weeks, and he said that 
he would like to have the money right 
away, so as to be able to distribute it in 
those portions of the state that most 
needed help, and that were most limited in 
their local resources. I replied to him that 
I would do what I could. went to several 
business and social friends and through 
them, with my own contribution, I raised 
what money I gave him. Most of the mon- 
ey was contributed by gentlemen who had 
not the remotest connection with a rail- 
road or street railway company, or any 
otner quasi-public corporation, so far as l 
then Knew or have since learned. 

“An effort has been made to connect with, 
this contribution an expectation upon my 
part of party aid in passing what is com- 
monly known as the ‘street railway bill,’ 
which was introduced in the Legislature 
about April 26, 1899, and approved June 19, 
899. Recently the press has referred to it 
as the ‘Transit bill.’ 

“That no such icgislation was contem- 
plated at the. time | gave to Mr. Seibert the 
contribution before mentioned, and that no 
such legislation could have been anticipated 
at that time, is perfectly apparent from the 
following statement of facts.’’ 

Judge Priest then relates the steps by 
which the companies were consolidated and 
his legal services in connection th rewith. 

He says that it was not until the middle 
of December, 1898 (after the election). that 
he was called Wast by Brown Bros. Co. 
for consultation regarding St. Louis street 
railway properties. ' 

He says that the St. Louis Transit Com- 
pany was net orgsnized until March, 1899. 

He also contends that the Legislature of 
1899 would never have been ask: d—at least, 
on his advice—to pass the famous street 
railway bill, if a certain decision of the Su- 
preme Court hag been announced before 
the bill was introduced. This decision, Judge 
Priest says, verified his contention that one 
street railway had’ the right to purchase 
arother in St. Lou‘’a 

Tn conolus'on, Judge Priest says: 

“It must eppenr. if these facts are true,

984.38 and the Nation’s Finances 
in Prosperous Condition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The report of 
_Becretary of the Treasury Gage was laid 
before Congress today. It shows a surpius 
fin the treasury of $77,717,984.38. Probably the 
most interesting part of the report is the 
fecretary’s views on banking, in which he 
Says: 

Adniirable in many respects, experience 
@hows that our banking system is devised 
for fair weather, not for storms. This can 
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De clearly shown. The individual banks 
stand isolated and apart, separated units, 
with no tie of mutuality between them. 
There is no obligation of duty from the 
strong to the weak or exposed, nor any 
method of legal association for common 
protection or defense in periods of adversity 
and depression. 


Functions and 
Offices of Banks. 

The function and Office of a bank {!s to 
give its money obligations in exchange for 
the money obligations of its customers and 
dealers. This is the business the bank chief- 


ly prosecutes. It receives the promise to 
ey a borrower, the obligation of the 

nk is evidenced by an open credit to the 
borrower upon its books, or it may be by 

uing to hm a corresponding sum in its 
circulating notes. In either case the transac- 
tion is the same—exchange bythe bank of 
Its obligation to pay against the borrower's 
Dbligation to pay. This is made plain by a 
glance at the reports furnished by the 
banka to the office df the comptroller of 
the currency. At the p«riod of their last re- 
port, the national ba*®ks as a whole held 
Obligations against the public to an amount 
in excess of $3,018.000,000, while the public 
enjoyed a total of credits upon the books 
of the banks to an amount in excess of 

,044,000,000. These credits on the bank's 

ks are called “‘deposits.’’ It is a con- 
venient name, but it is a misnomer if by its 
use it is intended to represent deposits in 
actual money. The truth is, that although 
money forms an element in the daily de- 
posits of the banks, in the daily average 
gone as a whole not over 10 per cent is

vidual banks, each an independent unit, 
with no bond of cvhesion, no power of co- 
operative action, no ability to co-ordinate 
for the general good or for mutual de- 
fense. But the propvusition for large central 
bunks, with broad powers for the estab- 
lishing of branches, offends the common 
instincts of our. people. and may fairly be 
looked upon as at present impossible of 
realization. 

Can not the advantages of such a sys- 
tem be gained tn an entirely different form? 
We ae boast of our political system, 
which gives liberty and independence to 
the township and a limited eiving fags “3 Lo 
the state, while it confers upon the federal 
government ample powers for a common 
protection and the general welfare. Can 
not the principle of federation be applied, 
under which the banks as individual units, 
reserving their Independence of action in 
ocal relationship, may yet be united in a 
great central institution? Formed by some 
certain percentage of capitai contributed 
by the banks themselves, and its mail- 
agement created through the suffrage of 
all, it would represent the interests of the 
whole country. With limited powers of con- 
trol over its membership in the interest of 
common safety, confined in its dealings 
to the banks and to the government, 
it could become the worthy object of a 
perfect public confidence. By the concen- 
tration of unemployed reserves from sec- 
tions where such reserves were not needed, 
it could redistribute them in part as loans 
where most needed, and thus bind together 
for a common strength and protection the 
loose unrelated units, in whose separation 
and isolation the greatest weakness of our 
banking system is now to be found, 


Condition of 

National Banks. 

Of the national banks, the report says: 
“On June 29, 1900, there were in active 
operation, as shown by reports of con- 
dition filed, 3732 banks, with paid in capital 
stock of $621,636,401.45; surplus and undivided 
profits, $256,249,448.51 and $135,298,386.62 respec- 
tively. The outstahding note circulation 
was $265,303,018, the undivided deposits $2,- 
458,092,757.67, and the aggregate resources 
$4,944,100,623.87. The loans and discounts of 
the banks amounted to $2,623,512,200.73; bonds 
on deposit to secure circulation and pub- 
lic deposits, $282,424,040 and $107,348,780 re- 
spectively. The. specie held in bank 
amounted to $356,013,709.08 and legal tender 
notes, inoleding United States certificates 
of deposit for legal tenders, $146,950,522. At 
the date of each report a material increase 
was shown in the resources of the report- 
ing banks. On July 15, 1901, the nymber 
of banks had increased to 4165, or 433 during 
the year. Paid in capital stock amounte 
on July 15 to $45,719,099, an increase of 
$24, 182,637.55. yy te notes outstanding 
increased to $319,008,811, being a net increase 
of $53,705,793. Individual deposits increased 
to the extent of $483,744,671.10, standing on 
July 15 at $2,941.837,428.77. The aggregate 
resources of the banks at the date of the 
last report were $5,675,910,042.63, an increase 
Of $7,313,744,418.76. The loans and discounts 
increased to $2,956,906,375.97; bonds on deposit 
to secure circulation oe ger deposits 
to $326,971,080 and $105,327,250, respectively. 
The greatest amount of specie held by the 
banks on any day during the year was on 
Feb. 6, the amount being $399,956,143.93. 
Compared with the condition of Jung 29, 
1900, the banks held on July 15, 1901, a larger 
amount of specie and legal tenders by 
$15, 071,833.94 and $21,173,102, respectively. The 
composition of specie holdings on the lat- 
ter day was as follows: Gold coin, $108,871,- 
024.66; gold treasury certificates, $108,490,040; 
gold clearing house certificates, $85,465,000; 
silver dollars, $9,399,355; fractional silver 
coin, §$7,601,102.36; silver certificates, $651,-

Statistics of 
Immigration. 


The annual report of the commissioner- 
general of immigration for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1901, shows that the total ar- 
rivals of aliens aggregated 562,368. From 
European countries’ the arrivals show in- 


creases as compared with last year, except 
from Austria- ungary, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and Portugal, while the aggregate of 
Asiatics was % per cent less, represented 
principally by the comparatively small im- 
migration from Japan. Italy again leads in 
the number sent, which exceeds by 36,861, or 
nearly 36 per cent, the total from the same 
source for the preceding year. 

With respect to sex, there were 331,066 
male a aliens and 156,862 females; 62,- 
562 were under 14 years of age, 396,516 were 
from 14 to 4, and were 45 and over. 
There were 117587 who could neither read 
nor write, who could read but not 
write; 294,860 brought less than £30 each, 
56.312 had each more than $30, and the tota/ 
amount exhibited by the steerage aliens to 
the inspectors amounted to $7,383,822. Dur- 
ring the year received hospital treat- 
ment, and 36, having become public 
charges within one year after landing, 
were returned to the countries whence they 


came.

PITTSBURG ROADS TIED UP. 


Freight Congestion Arises From Strike 
of the Switchmen. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 4.—Reports concerning 

the situation in the switchmen’s strike are 


conflicting. The rallroad officials and of- 
ficers of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men declare that the strike is over, and 
that traffic is moving as usual, while the 
switchmen assert that no strikers have re- 
turned to work, and that the roads con- 
cerned are all more or less crippled. 

That a serious freight congestion exists is 
not denied, and numerous manufacturing 
concerns are suffering for supplies of coai, 
coke and ore. The officials of these com- 
panies claim that it is not a question of 
cars, but that the railroad companies have 
not sufficient motive Fg ee! to handle the 
cars. It was reported that the Duquesne

there is considerable stock piled up, there 
is no probability of an early suspension of 
the plants. The tube works’ switchmen are 
still working and say they will not strike.

the men have quit, and the line is said to 
be almost tied up 

Two carloads of men have arrived at the 
Union vards, and, it is said, will be put to 
work tonight. The steel company's police 
force has been more than doubled.

STATEMENT RELIEVES SPAIN 


Claims for Damages Are Thus Made 
Against United States and Act of 
Congress Vitiates Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—To evade payment 
of a large part of $60,000,000 damages the 
United States government at this late day 
cer.cedes that the war with Spain was 
caused by the blowing up of the Maine, It 
admits this cause strenously denied in the 
excitement preceeding and attending the 
war. It js the government’s defense sct up 
by the assistant attorney-general, Win. E. 
Fuller, in his brief to be presented to the 
Spanish claim commission against the 
payment of damages to the families of the 
sailors who lost their lives in the Maine, 

'wo hundred and sixty-six officers and 
men were killed with the destruction of 
that battleship in Havana harbor. For 130 
of this number claims have been filed for 
$20,000 each. Of the remaining 106, all trace 
is lost, and nothing can be learned of their 
relatives. 

In its treaty with Spain the United States 
relinquished all claims for. indemnity for 
cost of the war, and asserted that it would 
adjudicate ane ee all claims of its citi- 
zens against Spain. 

There are 49 of these claims. Those be- 
side the number arising from the loss of 
the Maine grow out of destruction of prop- 
erty in Cuba and illegal arrest. It is these 
that bring the total up to $60,000,000. It is 
in his brief prepared for this hearing and 
given cut in Washington Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Fuller for the government 
takes the stand that the war was caused 
by the blowing up of the battleship Maine. 
Further, he says, “the destruction of 
Spanish lives and the loss of Spanish pos- 
sessions atone for and settle any supposed 
responsibility of Spain for the destruction 
of that national ship, with its officers and 
men.”’

Indignant Denial From Dutch Court of 
Quarrels Between Wilhelmina 


and Her Husband. 
THE HAGUE, Dec. 4—The Dutch court, 
in most indignant terms, denies the slate- 
ments made that there has ever been the 
slightest difference between Queen Wii- 
helmina and her husband, Prince Henry. 
One of the highest officjals of the Queen's 
private household, whose name is withheld 


owing to the requirements of court eti- 
quette, authorizes the statement in the 
strongest terms that there is no shadow of 
truth in the scandalous reports of quar- 
rels between the.Queen and Prince Henry. 
An official denial would have been issued 
earlier, he added, but the reputation of tiie 
only Dutch papers gay pane the reports is 
too contemptible for dignified or serious 
notice. The slanders have caused the great- 
est pain in court circles, where the. affec- 
tionate relations of the royal couple are 
well Known. 

It is hinted in certain quarters that the 
rumors were started for political reasons. 
The Duteh lower classes opposed the mar- 
riage, dreading German influence, Baron 
Hoeufft van Velsen, intendant of the royal 
palaces, said today: 

“It is an outrage that such calumnies 
should have been circulated ately the 


slightest foundation. Unfortunately, \ there 
are an increasing number of socialists in 
Holland, whose base newspapers are tov 
ready to publish articles reflecting on the 
court, however criminal or improbable. It 
would be impolitic to discuss the question 
as to what parties are partly responsible 
tor these scandalous storiles.”’

HOLLENBECK’S STEEL SAFE CON- 
TAINED POSSIBLY $200,000. 


WIDOW AND FRIEND CLAIM IT 


The New York Gambling House Keeper 
Had Made $40,000 a Year 
From His Business. 


NEW YORK, Bec. 4.—Gamblers seldom 
die rich, but Alfred Hollenbeck broke the 
rule. His death last February was start- 
lingly sensational, and the opening of the 
Hollenbeck strong box was likewise un- 
usual. It was a commonplace box of stee!, 
of the kind used in safe deposit vaults, but 


when opened Tuesday there rolled out a 
stream of $1000 bills, gold watches, dia- 
monds, gold bars, bangles, necklaces, brace- 
jets and, in addition, a big heap of securities 
and bonds with coupons attached. 

For months war has been waged in court 
to ascertain the exact nature of the con- 
tents of the box. The gambler’s widow, 
who holds the keys, makes claims to the 
fortune. A friend of the gambler, Owen 8. 
Parke, in whose name the box stood, says 
the treasure is his. 

At a rough guess, made when the box 
was opened in the presence of a half dozer. 
persons, the gamester’s hoard is worth not 
less than $150,000, and it may easily reach 
$200,000 when the exact value of the stocks 
and bonds is ascertained. 

During the last few years of his career, 
Alfred Hollenbeck is said to have cleared 
more than $40,000 annually from his gam- 
bling establishment, which was one of the 
most sumptuous in New York. 

The night Hollenbeck died, detectives were 
in the gambling rooms, other detectives 
were at the downstairs door, and a patrol 
wagon was hurrying to the place. At a

when all was ready a woman rushed into 
the room and screamed, ‘‘Al is dead, boys;

PURCHASE MADE OF TWO TOR- 
PEDO BOAT DESTROYERS. 


ARGENTINA WILL DO LIKEWISE 


Battleship of 11,000 Tons Will Be 
Bought and Other Preparations 
Made for War. 


BEUNOS AYRES, Argentina, Dec. 4— 
An official announcement has been made 
that Chili has purchased from the Lairds 
in England two torpedo boat destroyers, 
for which they paid £70,000, not including 
artillery. 

The purchase of these vessels is consid- 
ered here as being a violation of the agree- 
ment of both countries not to increase their 
armament. Argentine, by reason of Chili's 
action, has decided to purchase a battle- 
ship of 11,000 tons and has instructed one 
of the ministers in Europe to enter into 
negotiations for the purchase of the vessel. 
It is believed that the ship will be ready 
for the service in next May. 

It is announced that the Chilian minister 
to Argentina, Senor Concha Subercasaux, 
has postponed his intended trip to the 
Chilian capital to consult his government 
in reference to the pending trouble. 

The Argentine government has received 


no ropty from Chill. It is believed that 
the Chillan administration will propose an 
evacuation of the disputed territory by the 
forces of both republics until the decision 
of the boundary question is delivered by 
the British government, to which it has 
been referred for arbitration. 

It is understood that the Chillan govern- 
ment wishes to let matters drift along and 
try to avoid an actual conflict with Ar- 

entina and yet refrain from making a 
rank explanation. Argentina has decided 
to insist upon obtaining a response from 
Chili that will clear away the unsatisfac- 
tory features of the case. 


GEN. DIAZ SURRENDERS. 


Insurgent Leader Will Ask Mercy of 
Colombian Government. 

COLON, Colombia, Dec. 4.—Gen. Domingo 
Diaz, the insurgent leader, with a govern- 
ment, officer, has taken a train for Panama, 
His going to Panama indicates that he has 
decided to surrender to Gen. Alban and ob- 
tain the freedom of his force from im- 
prisonment.

And the 8us- 
gestions, in the main, undoubtedly reflect the sentiments of the 
American people, The protection of the President and other 
public officers is an imperative duty which should not be longer 
postponed, because, as Mr. Roosevelt puts it, the anarchists 
“blow is aimed not at this President, but at all Presidents; at 
every symbol of government.” Murderous anarchists should be 
excluded from the country and their doctrines discouraged. 

In immediate practical importance the President’s recommen- 
dations concerning reciprocity rank first. Public necessity de- 
mands an abatement of taxes which now yield a surplus of $100,- 
000,000 annually. This is not only a temptation to extravagance 
but trade suffers for the currency locked up in the treasury. 
Moreover, if the tariff duties foster monopoly they cannot be 
justified from any public point of view. The President's ideas 
are very tersely stated as follows: ‘‘The natural line of develop- 
ment for a policy of reciprocity will be in connection with those 
of our productions which no longer require all of the support 
once needed to establish them upon a sound basis, and with 
those others where either, because of natural or economic 
causes, we aro beyond the reach of successful competition.” 
The meaning of this cannot be mistaken. Mr.. Roosevelt is com- 
mitted to progress. He will not be bound by Bourbon ideas or 
tied to unnecessary protection. 

The recommendation to re-enact and if necessary strengthen 
the Chinese exclusion act will hardly fail to attract well nigh 
unanimous approval. 

The suppression of anarchy, the abatement of taxes and a re- 
duction of the surplus, the reduction or repeal of tariff duties 
which serve not to bring in revenue, but to foster monopoly, 
the extension of trade by means of reciprocity treaties and a lib- 
eral tariff policy, and the exclusion of the Chinese—these are 
the leading ideas of the message.

CHEAP COAL MINING IN AMERICA 


The industrial supremacy of the United 
States is being increased in many of the 
products of mine, forest and workshop, and 


in none more earnestly than in the matter 
of coal; this will no doubt be handled in 
many of the foreign ports by English 
houses, already established for many years, 
and amie - all the facilities for doing busi- 
ness in the cpntinental and other ports, 
and this will give the opportunity for the 
conservatism of British coal, which is pro- 
duced at greater cost than American be- 
cause of the depths to which it is now 
necessary to extend the workings and the 
greater cost of labor per ton, there being 
little other than manual labor employed in 
the gxtraction of the coal at British pits. 
On the contrary, a large tonnage in the 
United States is mined by machinery; the 
great increase in machine-mined product 
in the Uniled States—i. e., 168 per cent in 
the last five years—is the best evidence ob- 
tainable of the economic advantages there- 
by secured tn raising coal, and there is no 
doubt that British collieries would derive 
great benefit by following the Ameriean 
example in the more general adoption of 
coal-geiting by electric or by compressed- 
air-driven machines. The number of me- 
chanival coal cutters employed in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom during 1900 was only $11, of 
which 240 were driven by compressed air 
and ‘1 by electricity, the quantity of coal 
so obtained amounting only to 3,312,000 tons: 
while in the bitumimous coal districts of 
the United States there were 3125 mechan- 
ical cutters used at collieries employing 
above 160,000 persons which yielded an out- 
put of about 45,000,000 gross tons. It {is this 
cutting by machinery that enables the 
American producer to put his coal on cars 
in Pennsylvania at % cents a ton, and in 
West Virginia at 80 cents a ton.—F. BE. Sa- 
ward, in The Engineering Magazine for

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—A powerful lob- 
by representing Wall street interests is 
now in Washington. 

The iobby represents the great financia! 
influences which seck to aid in solving 
the problem of a national surplus by in- 
ducing Congress to legislate funds for 
schemes of the street's promoting. 

Wall street wants the ship subsidy bil! 
passed. That would take $9,000,000 a year 
for 3 years out of the surplus and would 
financially benelit that element in the street 
which has recently bought up many steaim- 
ship lines. 

It also wants the duty on sugar from Cu- 
ba reduced. This would mean many millions 
a year to the income of the sugar trust and 
would justify it in ‘‘cutting a melon” when 
the next dividend period comes. 

It is opposed to any legisiation that will 
im any way affect trusts, and for the pur- 
pose of aiding Congress how not to harm 
them will keep a lobby there all session. 

The Billion-Dollar Steel Trust, the Amal- 
gamated Copper Trust, the Northern Becur- 
ities Company, with its great rallroad com- 
bine, and the Brewers” Trust, are peculiarly 
susceptible to adverse legislation. 

Wall street wants them let severely 
alone. It is not hostile to the declaration 
that the President wants publicity as a 
trust preventive, because they do not fear 
immediate legislation along that line. 

In only. one instance is there discord 

rs street lobby. Two trusts 
wf an The Cattle Trust, with u 
seapital of $25,000,000, wants the duty on 
hides retained. It induced Congress some 
time ago to put it higher. The Leather 
Trust, with a capital of $125,000,000, wants 
the duty taken off hides.

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ROUTE INDORSED 


Canal Commission Makes 
Report to Congress. 


TOTAL COST IS $189,864,062 


PANAMA CONCESSION REGARDED 
AS TOO COSTLY. 


That Route Is Feasible, but for Many 
Reasons the Commission Favor 
the Nicaragua Ship 
Canal. 


WASHNGTON, Dec. 4.—Th* report of the 
Isthmian canal commission was sent to 
Congress today. The commissjon, a8. an- 
ticipated several weeks ago, favors the 
Nicaragua route, and makes an estimate of 
$189,864,062 as the total cost of construction 
of the canal through Nicaragua. The estl- 
mated cost of the Panama. route is $144,- 
233.358, but, the report says, it would cost 
$109,141,000 to obtain the Panama concession. 
The commission value the work done at 
$40,000,000. The report says the Panama 
route is feasible as a sea level canal, while 
the Nicaragua route must be by locks, but 
Lake Nicaragua will furnish an inexhausti- 
ble supply of water for the canal. The Nica- 
ragua route has no natural harbors at 
either end, but satisfactory harbors may bc 
constructed. Harbors already exist at each 
end of the Panama route, but considerable 
work must be done at the entrance of the 
harbor on the Atiantic side. With adequate 
ferce and plant the commission estimate 
that the Nicaragua canal can be completed 
in six years, exclusive of two years for 
preparation. Ten years is estimated to coni- 
yiete the Panama. 

Fhe total length of the Nicaragueé route 
is 182.66 miles and the Panama route 49.09 
niles. The estimated cost of operating anc 
meintaining the Nicaragua canal annually 

s $1,350,000 greater than that of the Panama 
canal. The estimated time for a deep- 
draught vessel to pass through the Panama 
eanal is 12 hours, and through the Nica- 
ravva canal 33 hcurs. a 

The Nicaragua route, the report say 8, Is 
more advantageous’ for commerce, save 
that originating on the west coast of South 
Africa. For the gulf exports the advan- 
tage is two days and for most of the ports 
on the Atlantic and Pacific one, day. 

The Nicaragua route is said to be better 
for sailing vessels on account of favoring 
winds. Hygienic conditions also favor Nic- 
aragua. F 
The commission says the United States 
should acquire control of a strip of terri- 
tory 10 miles wide from sea to sea through 
which to build the canal. The consent of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica must be ob- 
tained to construct the canal, but the re- 
port says this can easily be secured. The 
concessions granted by the Colombian gov- 
ernment to the Panama Canal Co. have 
many years to run and new concessions 
cannot be granted the United States. 

The report coneludes as follows: 

“After considering all the facts devel- 
oped by the investigations made by the 
commission, the actual situation as it now 
stands, and having in view the terms of- 
fered by the new Panama Canal Co., this 
commission is of the opinion that the most 
practical and feasible route for an isth- 
mian canal, to be under the control, man- 
agement and ownership of the United 
States, is that known as the Nicaragua 
route.” 


DUKE WOULD BE THE BUTLER 


Queer Claim of His Lordship to Serv- 
ice at King Edward’s Corona- 
tion Exercises. 


LONDON, Dec. 4—Close upon 60 claims 
of services to be performed at the corona- 
tion of King Edward have been submitted 
for consideration to the court of claims, 
which meets in’ the privy council chamber 
at Whitehall today. Among other curious 
claims is that of the Duke of Norfolk as 


lord of the workshop, to present a pair 
of gloves to the sovereign and to hold the 
scepter with the cross while the peers do 
homage. Besides this special claim the 
duke, in -the right of the earldom of 
Arundel, claims the office of the butler at 
the banquet. Nobody who was present at 
the proceedings of the last court, which 
sat. in 1838, is now alive, but precedent as 
revealed by the records will be strictly 
followed. In virtue of the office of lord 
chancellor, Lord Halsbury is expected to 
preside over the court today. 


LEGIS' ATION ON FOOTBALL. 


Congressmen Wachter and Metcalf 


Have Widely Diverging Bills. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative 
Wachter of Maryland is preparing to in- 
troduce a joint resolution prohibiting in fu- 
ture the annual football game between the 
cadets of West Point and those of An- 
napolis. 
Mr. ‘Wachter characterizes football as 
more brutai than prize fighting and more 
dangerous to life and limb. He says foot- 
pall.is not a part of the curriculum qa. eltner 
West Point or Annapuolis and should not be 
permitted. He is astonished that the offi- 
cials of the army and navy allow these an- 
nual games and is surprised that the Pres- 
ident expressed his approval of them by at- 
tending the last exhibition at Philadel- 
phia. 

Representative Metcalf of California saw 
the West Point-Annpaolis game at Phiia- 
Jelphia and is now an enthusiast. He ts 
figuring on introducing a bill to have the 
annual game played in Washington. He 
holds that the schools typify two great 
branches of the government and that the 
national capitol is the proper place for the 
games to be played.

SEWARD, Neb., Dec. 4.—Father Murphy 
has won a partial victory in his fight with 
Bishop Bonacum of the Catholic see of 

Lincoln.

The court's de- 
cision is in favor of Father Murphy, in 
so far as it relates to the parish property, 
in Seward and Ulysses. Judge Sornberger 
sustained the contention of counsel! Tos 
Father Murphy by enjoining the bishop 
from bringing any action involving the 
church property, and instructing him to 
await action by the authorities at Rome, in 
accordance with the canonical law of the 
church.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—There are reports 
of grave differences in the big raltiroad 
combine. A meeting of the giants con- 
cerned therein is to be held today, which 
members of the interstate commerce com- 
mission will attend. Lawyers represent- 
ing the chief interests met yesterday and, 
according to a story current in banking 
circles, some very plain words were ex- 
changed. . 

In connection with this it is -stated that 
the Union Pacific people, who are repre- 
sented by Messrs. Harriman, Schiff and 
Gou.d, are annoyed over the oe ot 
the Union Pacific losing its half interest 
in Burlington, which they had insisted on 
as a condition of the settiement. 

The question is now being asked whether 
Mr. Hill did ,not foresee that the courts 
would make ffouble and upset the scheme. 

The Union Pacific gave up its majority 
holdings of Northern Pacific for a minoricy 
interest in the Northern Securities Co., anu 
Mr. Hill accomplished his purpose of hav- 
ing the Northern Pacific preferred retired: 
Some predict that a storm is brewing in 
which the Harriman syndicate will be heard 
trom in a forcible way. 

A difference of opinion is believed to 
hav? existed for some time between Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Hil in regard to the mer- 
its of the Burlington purchase. Mr. Mor- 
gan was not enthusiastic, it is reported 
over the original deal, and when Mr. Hill 
so antagonized the Union Pacific people 
that the Northern Pacific trouble resulted, 
it took all of Mr. Morgan’s astuteness to 
patch things up. 

In organizing the Northern Securities Co 
so that no laws of the western states would 
be encroached upon and to steer cledr of 
other legal pitfalls, Mr. Morgan reluctant! 
left all of the arrangements to Mr. Hili, 
who promised great things. But since the 
western governors have got out their axes 
and the congressmen from Nebraska have 
asserted their ability to knock out the joint 
ownership of the Burlington by the Union 
Pacific, Northern Pac‘@c and Great North- 
ern, if not to have the Nurthern Securities 
Co. declared void, Mr. Morgan is said to 
have had misgivings about the strict le- 
gality of the schemes. At any rate ‘he 
feels that it will be some time before it 
will be known how Northern Securities Co, 
shares stand as an investment which will 
appeal to the public. 

At the conferences which are said to have 
be. 1 held yesterday by the attorneys for 
Messrs. Morgan and Hill, representatives 
of the later, it is reported, were asked wny 
they had not carried out Mr. Hill’s prom- 
ises to make everything tfronclad, and why 
the financiers are now placed in the predic- 
ament of having to fix up their fences or 
perhaps back down. 

The answer was, it fs reported, that the 
Northern Securities, which !s to be the con- 
trolling company, is perfectly lega!, since 
it is merely a stockholding concern and 
does not pretend to operate railroads. 

At the meeting today Francis Lynde Stet- 
son and the other lawyers who drew the 
charter of the Northern Securities Co. and 
who will defend it from attacks in the 
western courts, will be put to explain the 
legal phases of the case and to take advice 
ae to the method of defense which each 
road will adopt. The Nebraska law. which 
will require considerable legal agility for 
the Northern Securities charter to leap, 
will be especially discussed. This seems to 
be the most menacing law of any of the 
western states, and it is said that its ex- 
istence was completely wunknow., to MYr. 
Morgan until after the onarter was drawn, 
and that its discovery brought about the 
differences between the Morgan and Rill 
lawyers. .

The advice she a to the latter yesterday ap- 

plies equally to the former for street and office 

wear. 

But todsy Miss de Wolfe elso has quite a bit 

to say to both on the subject of silk waists and 


evening gowns. 


II. The Girl Who Walks While She 

Works. . 
A talk about the clothes of the woman 
whose work keeps her a part of the time on 
the street gives me an opportunity to 
preach my. most important sermon again: 


Such a woman can do no work at all with- 
out a short skirt. 

I have purposely chosen successive days 
for my talks, and this class of business 
women and’ the typewriter girl (about 
whose dress I talked on Saturday), and th.s 
or two reasons: 

First, the dress for working hours for 
the two will be practically the same. 
Second, so wili the gowns and waists 
—— both will want to wear outside the 
tice. 

It is about this second sort of clothes 1 
am going to speak. 

Before I do this I will review sg 4 what 
I gave yesterday as the articles, with their 
cost, necessary to the wardrobe of a well- 
dressed typewriter girl, and which are 
equally desirable for the wardrobe of the 
woman whose clothes I am to discuss to- 
day. 

The articles were: 

Short skirt and coat of same material, $25; 
hat, $5; three shirtwaists, $6; shoes, $3.50; 
dogskin gloves, $1.50; collars and be!t, #2. 
This is a total ot $43, exclusive of laun- 
dry, and, I thould have said also, exclusive 
of the expense of pressing, sponging and 
cleaning, which I hope no girl not clever 
enough to do these for herself omits. 

Evening Gowns and Silk Waists. 
But, so equipped, there are still very im- 
portant hours in each day for which suit- 
able and pretty and inexpensive clothes 
must be provided. 

This leads to the discussion of evening 
gowns and silk waists for the two classes 
of business women I have mentioned. 
Every woman working on a small salary 
may have a charming evening gown if 
she has a few dollars to spare and a great 
deal of sense and taste. 

To all such I have one general word of 
warning: 

Avoid chiffon and tulle and mousseline 
as you hope to be presentable. 

I agree with you that there is nothing so 
retty, but, unless you are getting a gown 
or one occasion and are prepared to stay 
at home al! the rest of the winter, leave 
these materials quite out of your evening 
gowns. 

I advise unreservedly washable fabrics 
for evening gowns, and, of course, organdy 
is the very prettiest possible material. 
Sixteen yards of the white organdy with- 
out another thing but the thread and the 
hooks may be made into a most attrac- 
tive evening gown, or it may be made into 
one of the ugliest. . 

If it is possible, have a fairly good dress- 
maker make the gown. When you have 
learned to put little money in your trim- 
mings and all you have in good material 
and good making you are in a fair way 
toward being a well-dressed woman. 


Points on Evening Gowns. 
Suppose the dressmaker lays your skirt 
in little tucks from waist to knee, tiny 
tucks, in clusters or not; the skirt, cut long 
will have a circular piece about the bottom.

You can get pretty, fine organdy for 
2 cents a yard. That will be $4 for the 
material, and say $1 for belt and rosetto. 
That is $5, exclusive of the making. 
Fortunate she who is clever enough to 
make the gown herself. 
I need hardly add that the gown need 
not be made over silk. It is better, tvo, 
not to make it over a cheap slip. You have 
yne pretty white skirt surely and one pre ty 
little underwaist without -colorea ribbons? 
Wear these and tuck a white flower in your 
hair and look your best. 
A black evening wn fs, of course, far 
more serviceable than anything. Black 
crepe de chine, black nun’s veiling and 
some black grenadine are all inexpensive 
and serviceable. 
Made simply, with no trimming, a black 
belt and a detachable chou of panne satin 
or ribbon—the ribbon is far more dura- 
te a gown will do admirable ser- 
vice. 
With a Httle yoke of all-over lace, made 
on a fitted lining, the wn may be worn to 
the theater and on the atreet. A bit of 
black tulle—here is where I relent ‘n favor 
of tulle for ust a minute—tied about the 
top of the collar will give a pretty and ef- 
fective touch. 

Blacn Is by Far the Best. 
On all accounts a. black evening gown, 
because it may be put to so many uses, 
is really the best.

Little waists of alternate strips of tucked 
lawn and footing are excedingly dainty and 
very cheap.

Made Over a Lining It Is Best. 
Of course a silk waist on a lining is 
really the most sensible winter waist. 
The same belts that you wear with your 
thirtwaists and skirts will answer for 
the silk waist, but a lawn tie with a silk 
waist is not good. Have. the collar to 
the waist méde on the waist, if you must 
have a collag at all. 

As i saj@ on Saturday, I unreservedly 
advise having the throat always uncov- 
ered. The skirt and coat of the daytime 
are, Gf course, perfectly proper to wear 
with the waist at. the theater.
